CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 


Committee DrnHS (3»o I/Ules Closely on 


Applicants for E-vlimiiintion. 


WASHIKGTON, Oct. 20 —The civil ser- 


vice committee has just issued a cir- 
cular of instructions for examination of 
jsrsons desiring to be employed in the 
regular departments of the govern- 
ment or in the railway mail service in 
order to prove their qualifications for 
such places. It is announced that no 
special examinations will be held on 
any account whatever and that all ap 
slicantB must appear for examination 
on the regular dates to be hereafter 
announced. In case it is decided to 
lold examinations next spring, the 
schedule will not be prepared until 
January, when a pamphlet, containing 
all requisite information will he mailed 
to applicants. All unused applications 
will be hereafter cancelled after they 
liave been on file six months. Here- 
after an applicant will not be permitted 
to take more than one kind of exami- 
nation at the same time and place, as 
each examination will require the best 
part of a day for its completion. Slants 
cannot he mailed to one person for the 
use of another. Each applicant must 
order his own blanks.

eagle eye, Sir Joseph was born and edu- 
cated at Nottingham, where ho was for 
years engaged in tho bleaching business.

During tho past 
year he has been senior sheriff of Lon- 
don and as snch was prominently men 
tioncd as the next lord mayor. 


When tlio aldermen mot to choose a 


lord mayor, however, Renals' candida- 
cy was opposed on the ground that ho 
was not a fit man for tho place, it being 
urged against him that ho was the pro- 
moter and director of nine big corpora- 
tions with au aggregate capital of over 
$51,000,000, not one of which was pay- 
ing dividends. Inasmuch as London's 
lord mayor's office has recently been 
mixed up iu several unsavory financial 
scandals, tho charge against Eciials had 
considerable weight, bat at a ballot of 
tho entire guilds the senior sheriff's 
groat brain and eaglo eyo won tho day. 


Sir Joseph Whitehead, who was elect- 


ed lord mayor in 1888 and hold tho of- 
fice two years, engaged in disgraceful 
company promotion and caused a great 
scandal. Another lord mayor, Sir Hen- 
ry Aaron Isaacs, abo assisted in floatin 
two gigantic swindles while ho' occu- 
pied the high position, and Sir Joseph 
Savory, who was elected in 1890, prov- 
ed almost as unsavory as his predeces- 
sor, Lord Mayor Whitehuad. Ho pledged 
himself not to join any big corporation 
during his term as lord mayor, but 
within a vory fow weeks after he was 
installed in office ho became a director 
in a company which, not straugo to re- 
late, obtained tho contract for lighting 
London by electricity. 


Lord Mayor Renals has been worship- 


ful master of a Freemason's lodge and 
is an active magistrate and governor of 
tho royal hospitals. In 1801 London's 
metropolitan and city polico had a pop- 
ulation of 5,038,332 to look after.

Bowman, J. J. Esher and Baudolph 
Dubs, and tho fight stood two against 
one, with Dubs the one. Tho Dubsitcs 
say tlio fight began 22 years ago in a 
personal quarrel between Bishop Esher 
of tho Chicago seo and Presiding Elder 
Huostlor of the Elgin district The Bow- 
manitos declare that it began iu Japan 
in a quarrel between their missionaries. 
Bishop Esher went there, investigated 
and recommended the recall of Superin- 
tendent Hartzler. Tho lattor's friends 
at homo denounced tho bishpp, and ho 
' 'talked back," His sou was son-in-law 
of Bishop Bowman, and so things wore 
in good shape for a first class row. 


Bishop Bownuui was finally condemn- 


ed by a conference aud deposed. Ho do- 
uied tho validity of such action and at- 
tempted to preside at tho Des Moinos 
conference. Tho trustees looked tho door 
in his face, and ho aud those who sup- 
ported him organized another confer- 
ence in the open air amid falling BUOW. 
Bishop Eshor was also condemned and 
deposed, but denied the authority of the 
tried body. Then tlio other side took a 
hand, and Bishop Dubs was condemned 
aud deposed for "immoral and unbe- 
coming conduct," so tho church was 
bishopless. Tho conference, which should 
havo cured tho defect, split, and thou 
lawsuits began for tho church property. 
It has dragged on for many years, but 
tho court has ruled for the Eshor and 
Bowman party, and tho Dubsitcs aro 
organizing another church.

HOW EARLY TENNESSEEANS ALWAYS 


FACED THE FOE. 


Interesting Remillihuem ft Recalled by the 


Approaching Centeillliiil of Teuiicsse&'A 
Admission to the I'mon—Tho Home of 
Presidents Jackson, Polk uut! Johnson. 


Juuo 1, 1708, Tennessee was formally 


declaied a state, and already prepara- 
tions aro in rapid progiosu for a vast 
centennial display and exposition 
Nashville, to last from Sept. 1 to Nov. 
l~i, 18UO. Sho was tho third stale ad- 
mitted after tho federal constitution was 
adopted, and familiar us wo aro with 
the details of rapid growths in tho new 
world it is hard to realize that there is 
a commonwealth of some l,!)00,00u peo- 
ple in au area dominated by the fiercest 
Indians 120 years ago and a magnificent 
city of 100,000 people ou tho spot, where, 
according to Felix Gruudy, tho pioneers 
did not stand faco to face wheu they 
met, but hack to back, in novor ceasing 
vigilance against tho lurking foe. 


"If I am asked," said Urundy in a 


speech in tho United States senate, "to 
name uiy first indelible impression, it 
would bo the sight of my oldest brother 
bleeding aud dying under the tomahawk 
and scalping knife. Another and still 
another brother went in the same way. 
A widowed mother, robbed of hor all in 
a night, reduced from affluence to pov- 
erty in a moment, toiled lo rear and 
educate her last son—him who now ad-

dresses you." Between 1780 aud 1791 
tho Indians killed in tho area now in- 
cluded in Nashvillo and. its suburbs one 
pcisou every ten days ou an average. In 
1787 33 were killed. Tho next year Ac- 
drew Jackson and party arrived. He 
was soon a leader in Indian warfare, 
then a leading lawyer and judge. In 
January, 179(5, ho represented his pre- 
cinct iu the state constitutional conven- 
tion at Knoxvillo, aud in the following 
December ho entered congress as the 
first representative from Tennessee. 


Tho state has given three presidents 


to tho nation—all natives of Nortii Car- 
olina, however, though Jackson always 
thought ho was a native of South Caro- 
lina. Other heroes of whom tho state is 
proud wero David Crockett, hero of tho 
Alamo; Thomas H. Bentou, Sain Hous- 
ton, Boll, Cofl'eu and many more, not to 
mention those of our own timo. Now 
tho state purposes to celebrate all these 
as well as her wonderful achievement 
in material tilings. An organization has 
been completed similar to that for the 
Chicago World's fair, and tho capital of 
'juuO.OOO already secured will bo de- 
voted to tho erection of buildings and 
preparation of tho grounds, but this is 
only a small part of what will bo ex- 
pended. 


The president of tho commission is 


Nathaniel Baxter, Jr., a native of tho 
state aud noted as president of tho Ten- 
nessee Coal, Kailroad and Iron compa- 
ny. Tho first vico president is General 
W. H. Jackson, known to the country 
Us owner of tho famous Belle Meado 
stock farm. Tho director general is Ma- 
jor A. W. Willis, a native of Pennsylva- 
nia who camo to Nashvillo us a Federal 
officer during the war, married a Nash- 
rille lady, was postmaster of tho city 
during the Harrison administration and 
made a record in tho office of which all 
ffashvillo is proud.

5. Clay Evans of Chattanooga, also a 
Pennsylvaniaii by birth, and all tho other 
officials aro men of like standing, ex- 
perience and energy. The women also 
lavo an organization, and tho ladies 
who have The Hermitage iu charge ex- 
pect to take an important part. 


The Hermitage, known to all Ameri- 


cans as the homo of Andrew Jaokson, is 
12 miles east of Nashvillo and is pro- 
served as ho left it, save that it is well 
filled with mementos of tho old hero 
and other historic relics. The house is a 
square red brick stauding some distance 
from tho road and reached by a broad 
avenue so densely shaded by heavy co- 
lars aud other trees that it seems dark 
oven at midilay.

'ho tomb holding tho mortal remains of 
Jackson and his Rachel, above whoso 
;ravo is a slab, bearing tho affecting

Mr. Goff's faco would not bo consid- 


ered handsome in any assemblage un- 
less a countenance bo counted comely 
because it heais traces of an iiitouso in- 
tellectuality. 
Indications of such pos- 


session thero aro a plenty in Jolm W. 
Goff's lineamonts and of courage, too, 
and of tenacious purpose. In color he i.s 
blond, aud before Father Timo camo 
along aud turned his full board to a pre- 
mature gray it must havo been lighter 
than golden. His eyes aro blue, tho sort 
o£ blue that poets say is kind and true. 
True to his convictions he has shown 
himself indeed to all tho world ever 
siuco ho asked his first question bofoio 
Mr.Lexow's committee, but kind—well, 
there aro divergent opinions upon this 
point, and those who havo had anything 
to conceal in their answers to this slight 
figured lawyer do not think him kind. 
Yet those who know him best say that 
iu John W. Goff's breast beats a heart 
as tender as that of the gentlest woman, 
aud that more than once since tho be- 
ginning of the present ijiquiiy he has 
deplored in private that in order to do 
his whole duty ho had been forced to 
seoni heartless in tho public prosocutiou 
of his trust. 


An Admirable Vocal Organ. 


I have spoken of his questions. Their 


wording and the manner of their asking 
havo had mnoh to do with his success.

work. 


Mr. Goff's dress is unobtrusive and 


neat enough to bo seemly. His coats aro 
not always iu tho latest style, nor is 
there any ostentations creasing in his 
trousers. His only jewelry is a modest 
gold watch and a diamond collar but- 
ton, aud tho latter would not bo visible 
if he wore properly attentive to his neck- 
wear. Mr. Goff is surely uot a dudo. 


Mow Ho Came to tic ft Lawyr. 


By birth ho is au Irishman, aud ho is 


proud of his nationality. Ho came to 
this country wheu but little more than 
a lad. One of the friends of those early 
days was another young Irishman named 
Fitzgerald. The two secured some occu- 
pation, almost mouial in its nature, 
shortly after they arrived here and 
worked together. Measuring their own 
abilities against thosa of otbur young 
men who wero rising iu tho world, 
they decided to enter tho legal profes- 
sion and to strive for its prizes. This 


decision meant a degree of hard work 
and nu amount of perseverance and self 
denial that would bo appalling to tho 
young men who plod along at the bench 
of tho mechanic or the desk of tho dork, 
grumbling and dissatisfied with their 
lot in life, for those two had no means

When Itandolph Marline, now sitting 
on the bi'iicli. was district attorney, ho 
made them both members ot hi-, coips 
of assistants, and when a few yearn ago 
the People's .Municipal league put up 
a ticket their names were both among 
its nominees, (toff running for district 
attorney aud Fitzgerald for a sessions 
judgeUiip. Fitzgerald was elected, but 
Gofl was not. The latter's defeat, how- 
ever, was shared by all the nominees 
bat Fitzgeiald, who was the only one 
upon that ticket to whom suct;^s was 
vouclisated. Then GoiT had to start out 
to build up a private practice again He 
was poor, for though ho had been for 
several years in tho receipt of a good 
salaty at, assistant district attorney lie 
had not accumulated money, and aa ho 
marrH'd in the meantime and bad a 
growing family about him tho task was 
not so easy as it would have been for a 
younger man. However, his worth had 
begun to make a name for its pos.ses.sor, 
and. surely, though perhaps slowly, he 
climbed tho ladder as a practitioner. In 
time bo c-mio to bo known as a lawyer 
who would always fight to tho la.st, not 
only for his case, but also tor hit! own 
rights in coin f, even bcioio the most se- 
vere jurist. Once when ho made a par- 
ticularly tpirited contest for himself be- 
fore Kccorder Smyth that stern old 
judge haled the lawyer befoio bis au- 
gust presence for contempt. This, became 
noised about in the lawyer's offices, and 
it appearing to several of the most emi- 
nent of the city's legal luminaries that 
Goff was in tho right the courtroom 
was crowded with lawyeis on tho day 
set by the recorder for inflicting pun- 
isliment. More than this, Joseph Choate, 
surely one of tho acknowledged loaders 
of the Now York b:ir, defended Goff, 
aud without cost to the latter, in amao- 
terly speech 
This was evidence that 


Mr. Choate behoved bis brother lawyer 
to be in the right, but tho recorder im- 
posed a fiue of $200 or 30 days. 
It is 


understood that bad not Mr. Choato ap- 
peared in Goff's behalf the punishment 
would bavo been fine and imprisonment. 


It was after this that Mr. Goff was 


asked to be counsel for tho Lexow com-, 
niittee. At first he declined on the 
ground that he could not aftord to give 
up bis practice, but when Dr. Parkhnrst, 
to whoso ' 'marshaling of tho public con- 
science" the present exposures of munic- 
ipal depravity hero are so largely due, 
added his pleadings and tho chamber of 
commerce agreed to see to it that tho 
lawyer was properly paid for Iiis serv- 
ices, despite Governor Flower's veto of 
the bill appropriating money for that 
purpose, Mr. Goff yielded. 
Now his 


name is before tbo voters of the city of 
Now York for recorder in Smyth's 
place, and if he shall be elected the 
lawyer's friends say that poetic justice 
will bo done

Kwftiig died Fch, JM, 1830, leaving his 
country appmuntly upon to foreign tratlo 
and Hongkong in possession of the Eng- 
lish, bufc irroyular hostilities continued 
ten 3 ears longer before treaties wero con- 
cluded with all the western powers, and 
soon after tlio final settlement Tan- 
Kwaug's succ^sor died, leaving an infant 
son as hoir to tho thtone. 


Ilien-Fung, heir to Tan-Kwaiig and tho 


fir^t emperor under tho now system of in- 
tercourse \\ ith foreigners, left! his brother, 
Prince Kuny, and his widow, the dowager 
empress, as Europeans 'would say, joint 
rcgeulb of the kingdom and oflicial guard- 
ians of his son, Tung-CM. Tho Litter 
married Quito young aud soon after died 
of smallpox, bufc it way gone-rally believed 
in Peking that his widow promised 1111 
heir to tlio throne. Sho diod suddenly 
under clicum-tanees not yet fully known, 
and it IP believed that the dowager cm- 
press had her poisoned in order that sho 
and Prince Kung might continue to rule 
tho empire. 


Tho son of Prince Kung, brother next 


in ago to Ilien-Funpf, would havo been 
the rightful heir, but Kuug was already 
regent, and his services could not bo dis- 
pensed with, and Chinese law forbids that 
a father should serve ft son or occupy an 
inferior rank in government position, So 
a council of INbuitchoorhm princes was 
called and thoy selected tho youngest 
brother of IIion-Fung and Prince Kung— 
namely, PHnco Ch'uu, as tho proper chan- 
nel of descent, and his son was declared 
heir to tho throno with tho title of Kwang- 
Su, which means "illustrious succession.*1 


Prince Ch'un could hold no government 


position because his son was emperor and 
died in 1S01, two jours after Kwang-Su 
ascended tho throne, IIo is called tho son 
of heaven by hi.s peoplu, and his royal seat 
iri called the dragon thiouo The dowager 
empress, cruel and arbitrary as sho is re- 
puted to be, had ruled with vigor fur many 
jear& and acquired extraordinary inllu- 
onco despite thu low condition usually as- 
signed to women in China, hut Kwang-Su 
soon proved equally arbitrary, and after 
somo tstoniiy times, of which few particu- 
lars reached tho outside- "world, ho swept 
aside much of tho old court etiquette and 
admitted foroign ambassadors to uudiunco 
on prescribed days iu tho flrst month of 
each Chinese year 


Tho reception is hold in au outbuilding, 


howovor, oriJ*Inallj used for moulal pur- 
poses, and in the ceremonies it is still as- 
sumed that China holds tho sovereignty of 
the world and that the foreign ministers 
see him only by tho grace of a superior 
and not of right. Tho improvised throno 
in which ho bits at these receptions is an 
elaborately carved chair of ebony, richly 
gilded. Tho cushions are of dark bluo 
satin, and on either sido of tho throno 
stands an enormous fan, carved and paint- 
ed to portrav the wings of a brilliantly 
hued bird. Near by arc two huge and 
richly decorated cases containing the robes 
of state. In the roar is a magnificently 
constructed seieon,with carving and paint- 
ing to portray dragons and other monsters 
with hideous ojej 
During tho reception 


the emperorinaintains a stolid immobility 
of countenance, and iiis attendants put on 
a look and air of subllmo toleration and 
amused contempt. 


Kwang-Su lias recently shown a tend- 


ency to break through this cast iron sys- 
tem, to study tho ways of western nations 
and take a hand in tho government, all of 
which lias oxcUert the'liveliest horror on 
the part o£ his great officers of state. 
He 


censured tho vieeioy of Canton and his 
brother, tho all powerful LI Hung Chnng, 
because (ho former was u party to a fraud 
in the examinations of applicants for office, 
Tho dowagor empress favored tho guilty 
viceroy, but her influence had waned. 
Tho latest indications aro that Kwang-Su 
will mako lukspei.itu effort to break down 
all tho old rostrn'tmns and modernize and 
lojuveuato his empire.

THE FUTURE RULER OF RUSSIA. 


Lovers ot Liberty Fix Their Hopes on the 


CznroTvUz. 


When Alexander II of Russia was 


bombed Into eternity, all Bussia and much 
of tho rest of tho world asked cogorly 
about tho character of his son who was to 
bo Alexander III, and now all are asking 
tlio same questions about the latter's oldest 
son, tho Grand Duke Nicolas Alexantlro- 
witch, who will ere long be tho Czar Nico- 
las II. It wns soon proved that tho little 
fmgur of Alexander III was thicker than 
his father's loins, for he stopped all nio^ifc- 
incuts toward a more liberal system of 
government, greatly increased tho power 
of tho secret police, gave the penal laws a 
sharper edge, expelled the Mennonitoa, 
cruelly persecuted tho Jaws and crowded 
the road to Siberia with vastly increased 
numbers of exiles. His death is expected 
soon, and now will Nicolas II do likewise? 


All who profess to know him say not. 


Thoy sny fie is totally unlike tho Roman- 
offs both fn person and dispositiou; that 
he has the mild disposition and gentlo 
manners of his Danish mother, and thora 
ato hopoful jjropbocies that with his acces-

sion tho era of constitutional reform and 
liberal government will begin in Russia. 
In truth, it was announced lost year as if 
by authority that Alexander III had de- 
cided to alter the successibn and mako his 
youngest son, Michael, his successor be- 
cause of thu pronounced opposition of 
Nicolas to his father's system. Tho czar 
often spoke of tho czarowitz, or heir ap- 
parent, as "ot a sulky nature and without 
force of character," as fathers of a bigoted 
nature of ton do of sons they cannot under- 
stand or absolutely control 


Alexander III was himself a second son, 


and his older brother, prospectivo czar, 
was engaged to tho Princess Dugnmr of 
Denmark, sistor of the Princess of Wales, 
but the cznrowitz died, and Alexander III, 
on succeeding to his rights, also married 
hi.s fiauccp. Their married life Is aald to 
havo been a vory happy ono, despite this 
sad beginning, mid they havo five chil- 
dren, Nicolas, George, Xonia, Michael and 
Olga. Nicolas was born in St. Petersburg 
May 18, 1808, and is said to boa phcnoino 
nally versatile scholar. A few ycar.s ago 
ho and Ills brother Gtorgo stortpd on a touv 
around tho world, and Brent expectations 
wero excited in the United States, but in 
Japan a fanatic made an attempt on tho 
life of the czorowitz and wounded him, 
and tho trip was abandoned.

A OiK'Stion of (H-nurosity, 


Tho festival was Riven by all the fam- 


ilies in rue village. Each had subscribed 
what it could afford aud had paid the 
money ovr-r to the vilhge elders, who 
iVrmcti a sort of executive* committee. 
A'ut :ibviiu this, but they had written to 
veil in do kinsmen in Hongkong, Can- 
ton and elsewhere, who had duly and 
;:t Tierously responded. It is a sort of a 
duty for everybody to "chip in" upon 
tl't'su occasions. Tho element of pride 
al™ enters, for the name of every giver 
aud the, amount of his gift are iusoribed 
upon large placards, which sire posted 
up whore all may ECO and read them. A 
mean man is not only contemned, but 
is treated with a rudeness aud incivility 
that would spoil the patience of a saint. 
In t&o morning the people turned out 
gayly dressed and looking their tost. On 
this dr.y the women are allowed to go 
out on foot and ctijoy themselves in tiic 
open air, where the rest of the year 
tiny stay within doors or travel in closed 
sr;iLin chairs. They make full use of 
their privilege. Tho pretty girl walks, 
r;i!ks and prises, so as to exhibit her 
charms; the frivolous or flirtations fe- 
male devotes her eyes to tiie young men 
;md smiles and stares, winks aud ogles 
most preposterously: the heiress wears 
her jewels as conspicuously as possible 
aud draws her costly skirts about her 
whenever a poorer member of her ses 
comes near; the gossip enterta\us a mul- 
titude witli insinuation, slander and 
scandal, whilo the scold finds ample 
scope for, her dreaded and notorious 
tongue.

About noon is a procession. It starts 


in front of the domicile of the leading 
man of the village, wanders, now fast 
and now slow, through all the thorough- 
fares of the placo and winds up a£ a 
temple or josshouse, which has been 
cleaned, repaired aud decorated for the 
occasion. Like all Chinese processions, 
it is so grotesque as to be funny. There 
is usually a "joss" or idol to start with. 
This is a small figure no larger than a 
girl's doll, but so bedizened and be- 
Vv'hiskeved as to seem a miniature cut- 
throat or tyfrato. Ho is fastened securely 
to the spat of a strong seclau chair or a 


. • t^raut/on poles, so that no matter what 


may happen to the carriers he will not 
differ the indignity of pitching forward 
and falling into tiie mud. This is the 
;aost terrible luck thac can happen to 
aii idol. 'If it occur and he is not to 
blame, something awful will befall the 
people of tiie community. Oil the con- 
trary, if lie, tho idol, or the deity ha 
represents has beeu misbehaving, it is a 
very just and appropriate pimisbment. 
Josses who allow their worshipers to 
get sick or do not send.good harvests or 
prevent fishermeii making good hauls 
with their nets are freu.nently chastised 
by taking them out of their comfortable 
temples and putting them in tho mud 
or in mttcldy water. Tho process is cruel, 
but the jess is said always to turn over 
a now leaf and become a good deity 
thereafter. To go on with the proces- 
sion, the chair or throne of the idol is 
carried by 4, 6, 8 or 12 porters. Around 
it are other men, who carry the nm- 
brella of the joss, the long red boards 
on which are inscribed his name and 
titles, the weapons with whicli he is to 
bo defended against' bu'oniies,' the flags 
and banners which strike terror into 
the hearts of his foe, and there, of course, 
is the perpetual band of music. It con- 
sists of'a gong, a tom-tom, a drum, a 
clarinet and cymbals. Sometimes there 
are two and even thrco clarinets, and 
sometimes they add a trumpet and even 
a horn. The first combination is bad 
enough. It causes yon to guasli your 
teeth and desire to, shoot somebody. 
But the last is something frightful.

After tho second bar yon close your 


ears with your fingers aud escape. Aft- 
er hearing it ouco I was firmly convinc- 
ed that when the Hebrew priests and 
Levitcs made the walls, of Jericho fall 
down with the sound of their martial 
music they simply hired BOIUC peripa- 
tetic Chinese orchestra that happened 
to be in the neighborhood. Then there 
are men and children in tao parade, 
some dressed in ordinary costmno and 
others in cheap, llimsy disguises. Pretti- 
est of all are liUo boys attired as warriors 
riding; on tiny ponies and donkeys and 
little boys and girls mado. up to repre- 
sent angels o)i floats and platforms cov- 
ered with flowers. The procession breaks 
up at tho, temple, because at that hour 
tli" public banquet generally opens. It 
fcr.ns again in tho evening and goes 
o\ :• the same route, only now it is far 
m(. • attractive. 
Torches, 
flambeaux, 


Ian;,: us and transparencies are massed 
in i .iifnsion for the entire lino of 
march. Every second some enthusiast 
in the parade or on the sidewalk ignites 
an immense string of firecrackers on 
tho end of a long pole to increase tho 
birllianoy, the racket and the confusion. 
Not until the lights are all dim and tho 
torches sparks and embers does the 
marching ceasu aud the marchers retiro 
to their homes. The larger tho crowd 
and the greater the noiso tho higher is 
the honor jwi:! to the joss and the vil- 
lage fathers and tho bigger the success 
of the festival. 


Plenty to Eat, ' 


Tho banyuct is spread in the quad- 


rangle or ono of the long halls of the 
village teinpli;. It is always a huge feed, 
even at its smallest, lasting at least 12 
hours.' Thoee who have eaten all they 
can retire front tho festive board and 
let newcomers fill their seats. At a fes- 
tival given by the viceroy of Qnang- 
tang tho feast Iask"l six day;> and nights. 
All depends upon the amount of money 
the village ciders expend. At a banquet- 
of this sort quantity rather than quality 
appears to lie tho prevailing principle 
Wlioio roasted pigs, from little porcine 
b.'ibni up to BOO pound hogs, boiled pork, 
pigs' liver, trip",, kidneys, feet, jowls, 
brain and rib, fresh fish, smoked fish, 
drird fish, devilfish, chicken, duck and 
(,'noHp, boilu'rl, rrt;iste»T,' sttfanie<l^stfwti(l 
and fricasseed, crabs, prawns, shrimps, 
crawfish, mnssels, scallops, periwinkles, 
eca conches, potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
yams, cabbage, pickled cabbagK, onion, 
garlic, beans, peas, rioe, millet, loutils,

cauliflower, Icc-ks, shalot, chileis, gin- 
ger, fruits, preserves, candies, pastry, 
cake, nuts, dried traits, sauces, tea, 
Chinese wines and liquors make xip the 
lengthy bill of fare of tho occasion. 


I must say that everything is well 


cooked and served. The whole roasted 
pigs w'onld lio a revelation to many of 
our cooks. The skin is so crisp as to be 
genuine crack ling, and the flesh within 
is so well dune :is to melt within the 
lips. 
When brought from tho oven, it 


looks ):iur(; like a rich, red caning rath- 
IT than a substantial and soon in he de- 
molished ruast. The boiled poultry, and 
especially I he steamed, arc as white ae | 
ivory. They mav be atriilo overcooked, 
but. that, in a land wiioro gastric and 
enteric troubles aro tho leading evil is 
an advantage rather than otherwise. 
Barring the whole roa-ts, everything 
elso is served ill rather small qxiamities 
on iuedi'.i!:i si/ed bowls and salvers. 
Tliis prevents waitu, and also the con- 
su:nption of the more, dainty dishes long 
before the- coHatiou is over. 


The cooking is done -in the temple 


likewise and within full vinw of the 
convives at the board aud tiie people 
about the pivinifM. 


Tin. Drama. 


Everywhere something was going cu 


at evory moment. In une shady nook, 
under a tree, a publu; reader was recit- 
ing some spirited tale to tho evident de- 
light of a score of auditors. Ho held the 
book in his baud, but seemed to know 
each word by heart, as ho seldom 
glanced at its pages. Ho had a pleasant 
manner ami a good voice, but ho pitched 
tho latter in such a high key as to make, 
it rather dissonant to a European ear. 


There was ono theater devoted to 


comedy and farce and a second to trag- 
edy and moral ilriuiia. These theaters are 
not buildings, as at home, nor even in- 
closures. They are platforms about 20 
feet square, erected four feet above the 
level of tho ground. The trunks and 
properties form wings ou either side of 
tho stage and afford a partial privacy to 
tho actors for dressing and undressing. 
In front of both shows were chairs, 
stools and wooden benches, on which 
s::t the women, girls and little children 
of tho village. They were till exquisite- 
ly neat, clean and nicely dressed. The 
yutiiig girls wore gowns of bright col- 
ors or of white bordered with color. 
They seemed all absorbed by tho play 
a-'.d never permitted their eyes to wan- 
der from the stage. Some of thorn were 
very pretty, having milk and rose com- 
plexions, luxuriant black hair, large 
brown eyes, good features and very 
shapely figures. Tho silk trousers showed 
oil' tho graceful outlines of their lower 
limbs. It would have been a delightful 
picture but for tho poor, disfigured feet, 
which seemed all the moro cruelly mon- 
strous by tho contrast. 


Tho Wholo World Kin. 


There were marionettes, smaller than 


oTirs, with figures only 0 or 6 inches 
high, moved by silk threads so fine as 
to be invisible at tho distance of a foot, 
There were "shadowgraphs" like those 
familiar to patrons of variety theaters. 
There were tiger theaters, qacer little 
shows worked by a single performer as 
in Punch and Judy, but nsiug a tiger 
as tho hero and all sorts «f other ani- 
mals as his successive victims. It did 
not appeal much to tho grown folks, but 
was immensely popular with the little 
ones, who crowded tho space in front 
of the bos and expressed the liveliest 
terror and delight at tho ferocious ex- 
ploits of the groat carnivore. 
There 


we.ro acrobats and jugglers, gladiators 
and gamblers. The gladiators wero boys 
and youths trained to the calling, who 
fought with sword against sword, shield 
aiid dagger against sword, shield and 
sword against spear, shield aud dagger 
ar.d double sword against single sword. 
T-iey were quite expert aud alert and 
tireless to a remarkable degree. At the 
end of an encounter of a half hotir's du- 
ration they were almost as fresh as 
when they began their arduous labor. 


All these mountebanks and public en- 


tertainers aro \velcomo guests at a 
country festival aud find in them their 
best harvests. They get each n modest 
stipend from the general fund and nev- 
er pass tho hat without a reasonable 
tiibutofrom their spectators. They pass 
tho hat with great regularity.

In Fig. 2 I represents 
the window in the gable end of the ante- 
room, KO I can havo light after I go in 
aud .shut tho iirsfc door, in this anteroom 
(see Fig, 2) I light my caudle aiid havo 
tho sawdust to curry in to spread on the 
floor, etc. There is a water course to 
carry off all surplus water coming from 
the roof aud elsewhere, it being made 
iu a large scoop form by taking dirt out 
to go bctwceu the two roofs, as illus- 
trated iu Fig. 1- The fence is shown in 
tbo rear. This causes the snow to drift 
0:1 the roof. Thoro jg a ventilator at tho 
back end oi' tho collar. 


Fig. 2 represents tho front view, also 


the ground plan of the anteroom nnd 
doors; 1 is thc^ casing that the outer 
door hangs on and against which the 
door shuts; 2 is tho outer door, which 
swings in aud around against the south 
side of th'c anteroom; 3 is the first door 
toward entering tho cellar, and iu open- 
ing ifc swings out and round the north 
side of the anteroom, fiudiug the posi- 
tion when open as represented; 4 is -Jie 
next door, two feet farther in, which in 
opening also swings around aguinsc No. 
!I, as shown; 0 is the door entering the 
cellar, and in opening it swings into tho 
cellar round against tho south wall, un- 
less the cellar is full of bees, in which1 
case a stop'is so placed that it will not 
hit tho hives. 


Iu entering the cellar I first go into 


the anteroom and shut tho door, as I 
have explained. Thtti I open Nos. 3 and 
4 aud step into tho last dead air space, 
closing No. 4 after me, but allowing 
No. 3 to remain open. I now open No. 
5 aud quickly step into the cellar, cZos-

ing 5 after'me. Thus it will be seen 
that very little chaugo of air can take 
placo by my entering, especially us all 
ia covered overhead and ou all sidos 
with earth, except tho anteroom. 


The cellar bottom is quite dry, as 


there is a drain under the wall and be- 
low the bottom all around, being 8 inches 
deep in tho north went corner and 3d 
inches deep at the northeast corner or 
outlet. Tho liives nre put along both 
walls aud west oud, placing one on top 
of iljG other ouns four deep. Tho inner 
rocf is mado by using 2 by 6 stuff for 
rafters {which aro a foot apart), with 
inch boards np.ilcd on thorn at tho top. 
There aro three foot of dry earth between 
the two roofs. The ventilator shows two 
elbows, which effectually exclude all 
light.

Its IncrcAHril Imporljmeo For Hay—Big Be- 


turns Where Tame Grasses Fail. 


Thousands of western fanners who 


two yeliM ago scarcely knew the differ- 
ence between alfalfa and orchard grass 
aro now seeding Jargo portions of their 
farms to the beautiful, purplo blooming 
clover. Into Jmndroda of neighborhoods 
alfalfa has mado its way swiftly. To 
the average western fanner alfalfn ia 
now almost a necessity. West of the 
Missouri river taniti grass culture is at- 
tended by many -vicissitudes aud is 
practically out of any farming into 
which profit enters as a factor. Red 
clover thriven over limited areas, and 
timothy occasionally pays for cutting, 
but over tho larger portion of the great 
west no commonly grown forago plant, 
excepting alfalfa, can be depended upon, 
even iu what nrs Considered the favor- 
able ytiara 


Alfalfa seems almost aijsolntely cer- 


tain to give good result?. Only tho most 
protracted droughts affect it in tho least 
nud then only to the extent of the enr 
rent growth. Frosts havo injured it bnt 
once in Kansas, there are few insects 
that do it damage, and a good crop of 
moat excellent bay may be oat two, 
three and evan font times a re«, or 


tno Held may bo pastured from Siarch 
until Thanksgiving- Alfalfa clover is 
not like its near relation, red clover, a 
biennial plant, but is perennial, aud its 
seeding is for all time if so desired. 
This is a compensating quality, for 
thorough seeding is a slow and expen- 
sive proceeding and could scarcely be 
afforded for one, two or throe years' 
crops. The wonderful capacity of alfalfa 
for withstanding drought aud yielding 
piolitablo returns duspitu uufavoring 
weather is consequent upon its perma- 
nent character. The yield of alfalfa 
under favoring conditions is astonish- 
ing. Three crops, averaging !},< tons of 
dry hay each, are common. Perhaps 3 or 
3% tons of hay per acre may Lio taken 
as an average crop. 


Alfalfa is only moderately good for, 


pasturage. Its habit of growth is not 
to form a rod, giving weeds nn noun-' 
dant opportunity to gain a foothold 
when thu alfalfa is young, or is kept 
ilosely cropped so that it affords no 
shade. Then also, not forming a sod, 
it allows stock to sink iu deeply iu wet 
weather, to tho serious injury of the 
land aud of tho alfalfa. But it starts 
early in tho spring, bears moderately 
close cropping well, never ceases grow- 
ing because of dry weather, and but a 
small urea is required to support an an- 
imal. A great drawback to pasturing 
alfalfa, hovrcvor, is its tendency when 
moist to induce hove.ii or bloat. It is 
worse iu this respect than red clover. 
A heavy, impervious subsoil or an un- 
derlying stratum of rock within eight 
or ten i'eot of tho surface most effectu- 
ally prevents thrifty growth of alfalfa 
unless it is irrigated. It is the failure 
to understand and act properly npoii 
this point that has led many western 
farmers, particularly in eastern Kansas, 
to the declaratiou that alfalfa as a farm 
crop is worthless. It is useless to at- 
tempt to grow alfalfa except where tho 
depth of soil is such as has been sug- 
gested. 


Not less than SO pounds of seed should 


be used under any circumstances, and ex- 
cept where conditions for germination 
are favorable still heavier seeding will 
be in the interest of economy. A thin 
stand can be remedied only by resettl- 
ing, which entails a heavy expense aud 
the loss of one or two years' use of the 
laud. It is quite certain that alfalfa is 
destined to grow in importance as an 
American farm crop. But, says ;; corre- 
spondent of American Agriculturist, au- 
thority for the foregoing, thcro are ob- 
stacles to its successful cultivation in 
many sections of the country which 
preclude its taking the place of timothy 
or clover or of any other commonly 
grown forage plant. It is a crop adapt- 
ed to special conditions and more valu- 
able than other similar crops only un- 
der those special conditions which aro 
not found in nil parts£t tho country. 
West of tho Missouri river it is needed 
for the semiarid regions, bnt it is a 
crop to be experimented \vith cautious- 
ly rather than adopted blindly except 
where experience has proved it to bo 
successful.

One oi the first results of 
such enforced civilization would prob- 
ibly.be the abolition of the Chinese 
system of torture. 


The punishments now imposed on 


:he Mongolian criminal or culprit in 
China, by Chinamen, exceed in cruelty, 
not to say barbarity, those of any 
other civilized nation. The fact that 
such cruelties are often inflicted for 
insignificant crimes, or perhaps merely 
to gratify'the malice, or whim of u 
captious mandarin, makes them doubly 
heinous. 


Modes of torture and punishment in 


;he Celestial Empire are of two kinds 
—legal and illegal. The latter are fru- 


SUSPEXDED BY OSE LEO AXD ONE ABM. 
(piently practised by magistrates and 
jailers—by magistrates for the purpose 
of eliciting confession of guilt, and by 
jailers in order to extort money from 
the prisoners. The methods of illegal' 
torture are numerous, and the pain, 
caused by them often excruciating. 
Many of them receive their specific 
names from the implement or aparatus 
employed in the infliction of the tor- 
ture. 


In the form known as the "cage" 


punishment, the offender is placed in a 
cage, his head protruding through ari 
opening in the top, and the cage is so 
adjusted as to allow the tips of his toes 
only to touch the ground. The victim is 
either obliged to stand thus or be hung 
by the neck if he attempts to change 
his position. To stand long on tiptoe 
is almost impossible, and the wretched 
offender is thus made to suffer intense 
pain. Persons are knowii to have 
been placed in such a cage in a public 
place and kept their tmtil death has 
come to their relief. 


The "snake" punishment consists in 


twining around the body of the victim 
snake-like coils iriade of some malleable 
metal, in use so arranged that the 
arms of the prisoner arc thrust into 
one set, while another passes around 
tho body. After these are adjusted 
boiling water is poured into them 
through the mouths of tho serpents, 
causing tho ilesh of the victim to bum 
and blister in n horrible manner. This 
mode of punishment is almost exclu- 
sively iised on state prisoners. 


Jn the "suspending" punishment the 


prisoner is cither suspended on a hori- 
zontal bar by one hand and one foot 
or else by the hands tied together at 
the back, and also the feet. In either 
of these positions the pain, when the 
torture is long continued, is so great 
that the victim loses consciousness. 
Bpth hands and the feet are frequently 
dislocated in this manner.

TJio men rowed hard to bung it to the laud 


but thoy could not; wherefore they cowl uutc 
the Lord.—Jonah i., 13-14. 


Navigation in the Mediterranean sea 


always was perilous, especially 5,0 in 
early times. Vessels were propelled 
partly by sail and portly by oar. When, 
by reason of great stress of weather, it 
was, necessary to reef the canvas or 
haul it iu, then the vessel was entirely 
dependent upon the oars, sometimes 
twenty or thirty of them on either side 
the vessel. You would not venture 
outside your harbor with such a craft 
as my text finds Jonah sailing in; but 
he had not much choice of vessels. He 
•was running away from the Loid; and 
when a man is running away from the 
Lord, he lias to run very fast. 


God had told Jonah to go to Nineveh, 


to preach about the destruction of that 
city. Jonah disobeyed. That always 
makes rough water, whether in the 
Mediterranean, or the Atlantic, or the 
Pacific, or the Caspian sea. Tt is » very 
hard thing to scare sailors. I have 
seen them when the prow of the vessel 
was almost under water, and they were 
walking the deck knea-deep in the 
-snrf, and the small boats by the side 
of the vessel had been crushed as small 
as kindling wood, whistling-as though 
nothing had happened; but the Bible 
says these mariners of whom 1 speak 
were frightened. 
That which sail- 


ors call "a lump of a sea" had become 
a blinding, dqafening, swamping fury. 
How mad the wind can get at the wa- 
ter and the water can get at the wind 
you do not know unless you have been 
spectators. I have in my house the 
piece of a sail of a ship, no larger than 
the palm of my hand; that piece of 
canvas was all that was left of the 
largest sail of the ship Greece, that 
went into the storm two hundred miles 
off Newfoundland. Oh, what a night 
that was! T suppose it was in some such 
storm as this that Jonah was caught. 


He knew that the temptest was on 


his account, and he asked the sailors, to 
throw him overboard. Sailors are a gen- 
erous-hearted race, and they resolved 
to make their escape, if possible, with- 
out resorting to such extreme meas- 
ures. The sails are of no use, :iml so 
they lay hold on their oars. I sec the 
long bank of shining blades- on either 
side the vessel. 
Oh! how they did pull, 


the bronzed seamen, as they laid back 
into the oars. Kut rowing on the sea is 
very different from rowing upon a 
river; and as the vessel hoists, the oars 
skip the wave and miss the stroke, and 
the tempesffiaughs to scorn the flying 
paddles. It is of no use, no use. There 
comes a wave that crashes the last must 
and sweeps the oarsmen from their 
places, and tumbles everything in the 
confusion of impending shipwieelc, or, 
as my text has it, "The men rowed 
hard to bring it to the land; but they 
could not; wherefore they cried unto 
the Lord." 


This scene is very suggest ive to me, 


and I pray Sod I may have grace and 
strength enough to represent it intelli- 
gently to you. Years ago I preached a 
sermon on another phase of this very 
subject, and I got a letter from Hous- 
ton, Tex., the writer saying that the 
reading of that sermon iu London had 
led him to God. And I received anoth- 
er letter from South Australia, saying 
that the reading of that sermon in 
Australia had broueht several souls to 
Christ. And then, I thought, why not 
now take another phase of the same 
subject, for perhaps that God who can 


, rake in power that which is sown in 


weakness may now, through another 
phase of the same subject, bring salva- 
tion to the people who shall hear, and 
salvation to the people who shall read. 
Men and women, who know how to 
pray, lay > hold of'the Lord God Al- 
mighty, and wrestle for the blessing. 


Bishop Latimer would stop some- 


times in his sermon, in the midst of his 
argument, and say: "Now, T will tell 
yon a fable," and to-day I would like 
to bring the scene of the text as an 
illustration of a most important re- 
ligious truth. As those Mediterranean 
oarsmen trying to bring Jonah ashore, 
were diseomfitted, I have to tell you 
that they were not the only men who 
have broken down on their paddles and 
have been obliged to call on the Lord 
for help. I'want to say that the unavail- 
ing efforts of those Mediterranean 
oarsmen have a counterpart' in the 
efforts we are making tq bring souls 
to the shore of safety and set their feet 
on the Rock of Ages. You have a fa- 
ther, or mother, or husband, or wife, 
or child, or near friend, ivho is not a 
Christian. 
There have been times 


when you have been in agony about 
their salvation, A minister of Christ, 
whose wife was dying without any 
hope in Jesus, walked the floor, wrung 
his hands, cried bitterly, and said; 
"I believe I shull go 'insane, fir I 
know she is not prepared to meet 
Obd." 
And there may have been 


days of sickness in your household, 
when you feared it would be a fatal 
sickness; and how closely you exam- 
ined the face of the doctor as he came 
in and scrutinized the patient, and felt 
the pulse, and you followed him into 
the next room, and said; "There isn't 
any danger, is there, doctor?" And the 
hesitation and the uncertainty of the 
reply made two eternities flash before 
your vision. And then you went and 
talked to the sick' one about the great 
future. Oh, there are those here who 
have tried to bring their friends to 
trod! They have been 
unable to 


bring them to the shore of safety. 
They nrt no nearer that point than 
they were twenty years ago. Yonthink 
you have got them almost to the shore, 
when yon are swept back again. What 
shall you do? Put down the oar? Oh, 
nol I do not advise that; but I do ad- 
vise that you appeal to that God to 
whom the Mediterranean oarsmen ap- 
pealed—the God who could silence the 
tempest and bring the t,hip in safety to 
the port. • I tell you, myv friends, that 
there has got to be a good deal of pray- 
ing before our families are brought to 
Christ. Ah! it is1 an awful thing to 
have half a household on one side the! 
line, and the other part of the house- 
hold on the other side of the line! Two 
vessels part on the ocean of eternity. 
one going to the right and the other to 
the teft^-farther apart, and farther 
opartwiutil the signals cease to be 
recognized, and there nre .only twc. 
specks on the horizon, and then they 
are lost to sight forever! 


1 have to icll you that the unvailing 


efforts of these Mediterranean oarsmen 
have a counterpart in the efforts some 
of us are making,to bring our. children 
to the 4h'or& of 'SafetynifThcri never 
were so many temptations for yonnp 
people as there arc are now. The lit- 


v crary and, the spcial influences seem to

imitate the men of the text and cry 
mightily unto tiod. We v, ant more im- 
portunate praying for children, .such 
as the father indulged iu \\ hen he hail 
tried to bring his .sixbims, to Christ, and 
they had wandered off into diviipation. 
Then he, got down in his prayers 
and said: 
-O, Coil! take away my 


life, if through tli.it means m\ t,ons 
may repent and be brou«ht to Christ;" 
and the Lord starting !\-answered the 
prayer, and in a few weeks the father 
was taken away, and tin.nigh the .sol- 
emnity the six .sons lied unto God. Oh, 
that father could afford to die for the 
eternal welfare of his children! He 
rotted hard to bring them to the hind, 
but could not, and then he cried unto 
the Lord 


Theie arc parents who are almost

Where is your sun In-night? Ife has 
wandered oft', perhaps, to the ends of 
the-carth. It seems as if he can not 
get far enough away from your Chris- 
tian counsel.

It is the glorious promise- "I will 
be a God to thec, and to thy seed after 
thee.'' Oh, broken-hearted father and 
mother, you have tried everything else, 
now make an appeal for the help and 
omnipotence of the covenant-nuking 
God! 
and perhaps at your next family 


gatluuing—perhaps on 'thanksgiving 
day, perhaps next Clu istinas day—the 
prodigal may be home; ami if yon 
crowd on Ins plate more luxuries than 
on any other plate at Hie table, I am 
sure the brothers will not be jealous, 
butthey will wake up all the music in 
the house, 
"because 
the dead is 


alive again, and because the lost 


fotuul." 
Perhaps

The vessel may be coining home- 
ward, and by the light of tills night's 
stars that absent son may be pacing the 
deck of the ship, anxious for the time 
to come when he can throw his arms 
around your neck a nd ask for forgive- 
ness for that he has been wringing 
your old heart so long.

Again, I remark that the unavailing 


effort of the Mediterranean oarsmen 
has a counterpart in the effort which 
we are making to bring this world back 
to God, His pardon, anil safety.

long ago. John Howard took hold 
of one oar, and Carey took hold 
of another oar, and Adouirani .finlson 
took hold of another oar, and Luther 
took hold of another oar, and John 
Knox took hold of another oar, and 
they pulled until they fell back dead 
from the exhaustion. Home dropped in 
the ashes of martyrdom, some on the 
scalping knives of savages, and some 
into the plague-struck room of the 
lazaretto; and still the chains ai'e 
not broken, and still the 
despot- 


isms are ni5t demolished, and still 
the world is unsaved. What then? Tut 
down the oars and make no effort? 1 
do not advise that. Hut I want you, 
Christian brethren, to understand that 
the church, and the .school, and the 
college, and the missionai-y society are 
only the instrumentalities; and if this 
work is ever done at all, God must do 
it, and Jle will do it, in answer to our 
prayer. "They rowed hard to bring it 
to the land, but they could not; where- 
fore they cried unto the Lord." 


Again, the unavailing effort of those 


Mediterranean oarsmen has a counter- 
part in every man that is trying to row 
his own soul into safety. When the 
Eternal Spirit flashes upon us our con- 
dition, we try to save our lives. We 
.say: ''Give me a stout oar for my right 
hand, give, me a stout oar for my left 
hand,andl will pull myself into safety.1' 
No. A wave of sin comes and dashes 
yon one way, and a wave of tempta- 
tion comes and dashes you in another 
way, and there are plenty of rocks on 
which to founder, but seemingly no 
harbor into which to sail. Sin must be 
thrown overboard, or wo must perish. 
There are men who have tried for years 
to become Christians. They believe all 
I say in regard to a future world. They 
believe that religion is the first, 
the 
last, 
the 
infinite 
necessity. 


They do everything but trust in Christ. 
They make sixty strokes in a minute. 
They bend forward with all earnest- 
ness, and they lie back until the muscles 
are distended, and yet they have not 
made one inch in ten years toward 
Heaven. What is the reason? That is 
not the way to go to work. You might 
as well take a frail skiff, and put it 
down at the foot of Niagara, and then 
head it up toward tho churning1 thun- 
bolt of waters, and expect to work 
your way up through the light- 
ning 
of 
foam 
into 
calm 
Lake 


Erie as for you to try to pull 
yourself through the surf of your sin 
into the 
hope, and 
pardon, and 


placidity of Ihe Gospel. Yon can not 
do it in that way. Sin is a rough .sea, 
and longboat, yawl, pinnace and gon- 
dola go down unless the Lord deliver: 
but if you will cry to Christ and lay 
hold of Divine mercy, you arc as safe 
from eternal condemnation as though 
you had been twenty years in Heaven. 


I wish I could put before my unpar- 


doned readers their own helplessness. 
'No human arm was ever strong enough 
to unlock the door of Heaven. No foot 
was ever mighty enough to break the 
shackle of sin. No oarsman swarthy 
enough to row himself into God's har- 
bor. Tho wind is against you. The 
tide is against you. The law is 
against you. Ten 
thousand cor- 


rupting influences are against you. 
Helpless and undone. Not so helpless 
a sailor on a plank, midatlantic. Not 
so helpless a traveler girded by twenty 
miles a prairie on fire. Prove it, you 
say. 
I will prove it. 
v John vi., <)4: 


"No man can come to mo, except the 
Father which had sent me draw him.' 


But while I have shown your help- 


lessness, I want to put by tho side of it 
ihe power and willingness of Christ to 
save you. I think it was in 10SO a ves- 
sel was bound for Portugal, but it was 
driven to pieces on an 
unfriendly 


coast. The captain had his son with 
him, and with the crew they wandered 
up tho beach, and started on the long

Each barrel contains 2-13 pints, 
or HMl glosses; therefore, according to 
the 1fttest internal-revenue returns, 
there was m;id« and sold last year an 
average uf a glass of beer for every 
working day to every man, woman and 
(ihild in the United States.

Much of the difference is due to the 
fact that there are government officers 
there whose duty it is regularly to in- 
spect the roadbeds and tracks of the 
various roads and see that everything 
is kept iu perfect order and first-clans 
condition. A bill was passed last June 
by the Massachusetts legislature provid- 
ing for the introduction of the plan iu 
that state, and the execution of the
